HAZEN 8. PINGREE’S CAREER. 


Successful as a Business-Man, His Rise 
| Politically Was Meteoric—Twelve 
Years as Mayor and Governor. 


— 

Hasen 8. Pingree’s rise politically was 
meteoric. For twelve years as Mayor of 
Detroit and. Governor of Michigan—at one 
time ‘holding: both offices—he was a center 
of public interest, at first by reason of the 
theories he attempted to work out in State 
and municipal government, later because of 
his eccentric outburst and his wars with the 
Legislature and Supreme bench of the State. 

Continual conflict with opposing forces in 
the State had changed 4 liberal-hearted man 
to one who saw only unjustifiable opposi- 
tion where a force was aligned against him. 
With a strong personality and a belief in 
doing things,” as his friends said, he did 
them when first elected Mayor of Detroit, be- 
cause he thought they ought to be done, and 
his acts were W by the majority of 
the citizens. 

Pingree was elected ‘Mayor of Detrott in 
1889 on the Republican ticket, defeating the 
Democratic ticket by 2,818 votes. In the fall 
of 1801 he was reélected in one of the most 
hotly contested elections that the city ever 
experienced. His total vote was more than 
1,000 more than the combined votes of the 
two Democratic candidates. For the third 
time, in the fall of 18088, Mr. Pingree was 
called again to run for Mayor. The odds 
against him were tremendous. The Demo- 
cratic leaders had become reconciled and had 
united on one of the most popular Democrats 
in the city to oppose him. 

The local Republican leaders, Whose inter- 
ests Mr. Pingree had antagonized by his 
vigorous attacks on monopolistic corpora- 
| tions, threw all their wealth and influence 
to his Democratic opponent, but in spite of 
all this the people registered their approval 
of the policy pursued by Mayor Pingree by re- 
. @lecting him for a third term by a majority 
of 6,000, 

Mr. Pingree was loath to accept his first 
nomination for Mayor of Detroit because of 
his desire to remain a private citizen. His ac- 
ceptance of the nomination, followed in after 
years by hard fought battles with the cor- 
porations, with the City Council of Detroit; 
the Legislature of the State, and the gu- 
preme Court, soured his disposition. 

_As Mayor of Detroit Mr. Pingree advocated 
the lighting of the city with its own plant, 
at a saving of $76,000 annually, the laying of 
electric wires underground, the removal of 
wooden pavements and the substitution of 
brick or asphalt, and the equalization of 
taxes. He compelled the street car compa- 
nies to fulfill their contracts and forced them 
to sell tickets at 8 cents: reduced telephone 
rates from $50 to $25 and gas to $1 per thou- 
sand. His potato patch scheme was a side 
issue for the purpose of utilizing unoccupied 
land. It was ridiculed at the time, but when 
it was found that the poor had been fed and 
the commissioners having charge of the indi- 


ent were saved $30,000 In o

This regiment was assigned to duty in the 


Twenty-second Army Corps and its first serv- 
ice was rendered in defense of the nation’s 
capital. During General Pope's Virginia 
campaign the regiment was ordered to the 
front and participated in the battle of Bull 
Run on Aug. 30, 1882. It afterwards re- 
turned to duty in defense of Washingtonand 
remained there until May 15, 1864, when the 
time of service of the regiment having ex- 
pired Mr. Pingree, with enough others, re- 
enlisted to keep up the organization of the 
regiment, which was then assigned to the 
Second Brigade, Third Division, Second 
Corps of the Army of the Potomac, ahd took 
part in the battles of Fredericksburg, Harris 
Farm and Spottsylvania Courthouse, Cold 
Harbor, North Anne, and South Anne. 
Captured by Mosby. 

At the battle of Spottsylvania Courthouse 
his regiment opened 
lost 500 men in killed and wounded, On 
May 25, 1864, Mr. Pingree and a number of 
his comrades, while reconnoltering, were 
‘Captured by a squad of men commanded 
by Colonel Mosby. As prisoners of war 
root i brought before that officer, who 
exc ed his entire suit of clothes for that 
of Mr. Pingree, but afterwards gave buck 
the coat, remarking that his men might 
shoot him for a Yank.” After his capture 
Mr. Pingree was confined for nearly five 
months at Andersonville, and for short 
periods was confined at Gordonsville, Va.; 
Salisbury, N. C.; and Millen, Ga. At the 
latter place, in November, 1864, he was ex- 
changed, rejoined his regiment in front of 
Petersburg, and soon after took part in the 
expedition to Weldon railroad, and in the 
battles of Fort Fisher, Boydton Read, Pe- 
tersburg, Sailor's Creek, Farmville, and Ap- 
pomattox Courthouse. 

From the battle of the Wilderness to ‘the 
tall of Richmond his regiment lost 1,283 
men and thirty-eight officers. It was com- 
plimented in special orders by Generals Mott 
and Pierce for particular gallantry in the 
last movement against Petersburg, in which 
it took a leading part. 


‘Engaged in Business in Detroit. 


. Pingree was mustered out of service on 
Au 16, 1865, and shortly after his discharge 
went to Detroit. There for a short time he 
was employed in the boot and shoe factory 
ot H. P. Baldwin & Co. Deciding to embark 
in business for himself, in December, 1866, 
with C. H. Smith, he purchased a small boot 
and shoe factory at Croghan and Randolph 
streets, the entire capital represented by the 
firm of Pingree & Smith being $1,860. The 
first year they employed eight persons, and: 
the value of their output was 520,000. After 
a few months they removed to the Hawley 
Block, on the corner of Woodbridge and Bates 
streets, where they remained two years. Dur- 
ing the following three years they occupied 
the Farnsworth Block, on Woodbridge street, 
and in 1871 they moved to the southeast cor- 
ner of Woodbridge and Griswold streets, 


using at that time but one-half the building. 


The venture was a success from the start, 
and has shown a steady increase from year 
to year. The company now employs over 700 
persons, the value of the annual product 
being $1,000,000. From the beginning of this 
enterprise Mr. Pingreé had general super- 
vision over the complicated details of the 
entire establishment. Mr. Smith retired from 
the firm in 1883, but the firm name, Pingree 
& Smith, was retained. 

In 1872 Mr. Pingree married Frances A. 
Giibert of Mount Clemens, Mich. They had 
three children, two daughters anda son.

The law 
of the succession to the throne was fixed by 
the decree of the „ in 1797, and 
this decree, under Russian System, is so in- 
exorable that nothing but 4 civil war can 
change it, | 
Michael May Be Czar. 
If the present Czar 1 die without a 
son his successor’, no other d. sathe interven- 
ing, would be his only living brother, the 
Grand Duke Michael, who is now 23 years old. 
It has frequently been asserted in dis- 
patches from European capitals during the 
last year that the Czar. would abdicate his 
throne if the child born yesterday should 
prove to be a daughter. His health is bad 
and his mental depression js so marked as 
to be recognized in every court in Europe. 
Whether the Czar abdicates or not, his 
position is hardly an enviable one. There 
aré no political parties in Russia, but the 
government is controlled by two rival fac- 
tions. One is headed by the Dowager Em- 
press and may .be called the reactionary 
party. The other might be designated as 
the progressive party, and at its head is 
the Czar. 
he Dowager Empress, through her ad- 
herents in the Russian Cabinet, has been 
able to thwart the will of the Czar in many 
of his most cherished projects. Her power 
is largely explained by the fact that her 
chief adherent is M. Pobyedonsheff, Pro- 
curator General of the Holy Synod. Next 
to him is General Kroupatkin, Minister of 
War. The late Count Mouravieff, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, was attached to her 
party, as was M. Bogolepoff, the recently 
assassinated Minister of Public Instruction.

PEKIN, June 18.—The new French Minis- 
ter, M. Beau, is carefully investigating 
French commercial interests.

numerous walled villages and towns in the 
southwestern part of Chi-Li Province to 
unite in opposing the collection of taxes for 
the war indemnity.

ARMOUR GIRLS GET DIPLOMAS. 


Dean Alderson Tells Young Women of 
the Glory of the Home- 
Making Arts. 


Eighteen young women, fitted by a course 
in the Armour Institute of Technology to 
teach cooking and sewing in high schools and 


— 


colleges in which such studies are pursued, 


were granted diplomas yesterday. The com- 
mencement exercises marked the passing 
of the domestic arts and science department 


-from the Armour school, which has main- 


tained it since the school’s organization. 

The abolishment of this department will 
leave the young women who have partly 
finished the normal course for teachers with- 
out an opportunity in the city to complete the 
work, as the new cooking school forwarded 
by the women’s clubs can accommodate only 
those from Armour who are in the more 
elementary courses. 

The exercises were held in the library of 
the Armour School and the address attending 
the presentation of diplomas: was made by 
Dean Alderson. Twelve of the graduates 
have completed work in cooking and six in 
the sewing department. 

“The scientific spirit has reached the 
home and we have schools for sewing, dress- 
making, millinery, and cookery, said Dean 
Alderson. The ladies who carry on this 
work look at it from a scientific point of 
view; they see in it but one more of the 
numerous applications of science to the needs 
of humankind. Their work is to honor, to 
dignify the home and the home making arts. 
Whatever strengthens hame ties and makes 
home a healthier and happier place aids 
strong national life and vigor. No work can 
be nobler than the home making arts. 

In discontinuing the work of this de- 
partment, no discredit is reflected on teach- 
ers or students. The character of the work 
has been high. Domestic arts and science 
make up an important feature in the educa- 
tion of young women. The institute has done 
its full duty in introducing this work to 
Chicago; other agencies should now carry it 
on.“

The report stated that the committee had 
had nearly twenty men under con- 
sideration at various times, and that more 
time was needed for the proper solution of 
the question. The report was accepted, an 
indefinite length of time was granted the 
committee, and Dr. Daniel Bonbright, the 
Dean of the College of Liberal Arts and 
Professor of Latin, was continued as Act- 


is appointed. For his work as Acting Presi- 
dent during the last year he was voted 
$1,500 in addition to his regular salary. 


Gives Suggestion on Coeducation. 

The report of Dr. Bonbright related chiefly 
to the College of Liberal Arts, the reports of 
the other schools being given by the various 
deans. Dr. Bonbright paid special attention 
to the question of coéducation, suggesting 
that the attendance of women be hereafter 
limited to the number which can be accommo- 
dated by the College Cottage and Woman's 
Hall. The subject of the giving of only one 
degree, that of Bachelor of Arts, was taken 
up and the report said that the faculty is in 
favor of that procedure. An annual banquet 
to again gather the graduates, was suggested 
as a means of overcoming the fact the annual 
commencement exercises are held in Chicago, 

The treasurer's report showed the year's 
receipts to have been $1,084,481 and the dis- 
bursements $1,034,581. Donations received 
amount to $120,718, of which $2,550 was ap- 
propriated to the twentieth century fund. 
The medical, pharmacy, law, and woman’s 
medical 4 show a small deficit for the 
year. The total value of the university 
property was placed at $06,615,480, with an 
indebtedness of nearly 5500, % . The ex- 
penses of running the College of Liberal 
Arts for the next year was estimated at 
$230,000, With an income of $250,000, 

Acting on the suggestion of the Committee 
on Woman's Hall, the name of that building 
was changed to Willard Hall. This action 
was taken on the ground that the old name 
savored too strongly of the idea that the 
university is intended for women rather 
than men. A life-size portrait of Dr. N. S. 
Davis Sr., dean of the Medical School, was 
unveiled with a speech by F. P. Crandon. 

Elect Two New Trustees. 

At the executive session in the afternoon 
Judge O. H. Horton presided, and the report 
of the Committee of Seven was given. The. 
balloting on the names of trustees to fill the 
places of those whose terms expire this 
year followed, and Congressman H. 8. Bou- 
tell, 74, and J. Frank Robinson, 72, were 
chosen to fill the places of Henry Wade 
Rogers and Charles Busby, Trustees N. W. 
Harris, N. S. Davis Jr.. H. B. Hurd, A. H. 
Revell, J. R. Lindgren. H. H. C. Miller, E. H. 
Gary, and M. H. Wilson were reélected. Pro- 
fessor John A. Scott was raised from an 
associate to a full professorship in Greek, 
The resignations of Dr. F. S. Johnson, dean 
of the Medical School, and Dr. Gustave Fut- 
terer, professor of pathology in the Medical 
School, were accepted. N. S. Davis Sr. made 
a strong argument against coeducational 
medical schools. He declared that such a 
thing was impossible, and asserted that he 
would never permit it to be attempted dur-

Such degrees were conferred on men who 
would not have been able at any future time 
to come for them in person. Mr. McKinley 
will still be President next year, so we shall 
keep to our custom, and wait until he can be 
present himself at Cambridge. It will be 
much more pleasant for us, and, we hope, 
much more pleasant for him.“

Woods, President of the National 
Bank of Commerce said today that he knew 
of no deal to control his institution. 

The National Bank of Commerce is capi- 
talized at $1,000,000 and has above $30,000,000 
in deposits. The First National Bank is cap- 
italized at $250,000, and has deposits in excess 
of $15,000,000. *

The tobacco men say they hope to be able to 
rush through a resolution repealing that sec- 
toin of the Foraker law which provides for 
free trade with Porto Rico next spring. The 
President told them that if the Porto Rico 
Legislature paseed the declaratory resolution 
he would have to issue the proclamation. 

It is understood, therefore, that the New 
England tobacco growers expect toturn‘their 
attention to the island Legislature, and will 
attempt.to prevent the passage of the resolu- 
tion. They hope to enlist the assistance of 
Governor Allen, Who is a New England man, 
and might be willing to listen to the demands 
of the Tobacco Growers’ tions.

GETS MINNIE HEALY MINE 


F. AUGUST HEINZE WINS FIGHT 
AGAINST COPPER TRUST.

Decision of Judge Harney in District 
Court at Butte, Mont., Gives Young 
Operator Title to Property Valued 
at $10,000,000 Which He Bought for 
$54,000 — Wages Successful War 
Against Strong Interests in State 
and Helps Send Clark to Senate. 


Butte, Mont., June 18.—[Special.]—The 
Minnie Healy copper mine, valued at $10,- 
000,000, was today awarded to F. August 
Heinze by Judge Harney in the District 
Court, the decision going against Miles Fine- 
lan and the copper trust. Finelan formerly 
owned the property, but became discouraged 
after spending $54,000 in developing it and 
sold it to Heinze for the amount he had put 
into it. Heinze struck a rich copper vein 
within a short time and Finelan, assisted by 
the trust, tried to get the property back. 

The decision bears out in part Heinze’s 
often expressed boast that he would become 
the richest man in the West, if not in the 
world. While possession of the Minnie 
Healy means perhaps even more than the 
$10,000,000 stated valuation, it is only one of 
the many valuable properties to which Heinze 
lays claim. Nearly 300 suits instituted by 
Heinze are now pending, and the frequency 
with which he is winning them has stam- 
peded the men who first laughed at his 
claims. 

Heinze, young as he is, is every inch a 
fighter. It is related that two years ago this 
remarkable young man, who is, now in his 
thirty-third year, was offered $14,000,000 to 
turn over his Montana interests to the clique 
that was opposing him. The money in ques- 


“tion was far in excess of the market values 


of the properties to which he then held un- 
disputed ownership. 

“Fourteen millions?” asked Heinze, in dis- 
dan. Why, I'm in no need of pocket 
money.“ | 

Heinge’s refusal 
was. Lined up against the daring young 
manipulator were some of the strongest in- 
terests in Montana. The fight that was 
waged on Heinze was responsible in a large 
degree for the recent return of W. A. Clark 
to the United States Senate. Heinse had 
pending in the court suits that laid claim to 
various mining properties that were held by 
the amalgamated company, of which Clark's 
bitterest enemy, the late Marcus Daly, was 
the moving spirit.

Temperature im Central Valleys, Lake 
Region, and Along Atlantic Coast 
Favorable for Growth, but Decid- 
edly Low in Rocky Mountain and 
/ Pacific. Coast Country — Winter 


Kansas and Missouri. 


Washington, D. C., June 18.—[Special.]— 
Following is the weekly crop report, issued 
this afternoon by the Department of Agri- 
culture: The central valleys, lake region, 
Atlantic coast districts, and Southern States 
experienced the most favorable temperature 
conditions of the season, but throughout the 
Rocky Mountain and Pacific coast regions 
the week was decidedly cool, with frosts. 
more or less damaging, in the central and 
northern Rocky Mountain districts and por- 
tions of California. Abundant and bene- 
ficial rains have fallen over portions of the 
middle Rocky Mountain slope and through- 
out the spring wheat regi and excesively 
heavy and damaging rains occurred in the 
south Atlantic States, while portions of 
Texas, Missouri, and Illinois continue to 
suffer from drought. Although the week 
averaged decidedly cool on the Pacific coast, 
the latter part was warm and favorable. 

A general and decided improvement in the 
condition of corn is reported from the prin- 
cipal corn States. Cut worms are, however, 

in the Dakotas, and in the 


seriously from lack of cultivation, due to 
excessive rains. 

Winter wheat harvest is becoming more 
general in Kansas and Missouri, bas begun 
in southern Illinois and Virginia, and will 
begin this week in Kentucky. The crop has 
experienced favorable conditions during the 
week in the central valleys, although damage 
by fly continues in some sections. On the 
Pacific coast cool weather has somewhat 
checked the development of wheat in Jali- 
fornia, where harvest is in progress in most 
sections, with good yields. Promising re- 
ports continue from Oregon and Washington, 


Spring Wheat Advances. 


Spring wheat has made rapid . 
in the Dakotas and Minnesota, being in ex- 
collent condition in the last named State. 
Further improvement in the condition of oats 


| is generally reported, except in Arkansas 


and Missouri, where a poor crop is promised. 


being nearly finished in some sections. 

In the central and western portions of the 
cotton belt cotton is generally improved and 
well cultivated, although needing rain in 
some sections. In the Carolinas, Georgia, 
and Florida heavy rains have caused much 
damage, and the crop is greatly in need of

Transplanting tobacco is p y fin- 
ished in Kentucky, Virginia, 
and is well advanced in Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
and Indiana, the general outlook being en- 
couraging, although worms are. proving de- 
structive in the Carolinas.

Washington, D. C., June 18.—The Russian 
Ambassador, Count Cassini, has communi- 
cated to the State department that in conse- 
quence of the action of the American gov- 
ernment, through a Treasury order of March 
last, applying tariff restrictions against 
Russian petroleum imported into this coun- 
try, the Russian Minister of Finance, M. 
de Witte, has issued an order, dated June 7, 
imposing the high tariff rate of the Russian 
schedule on American white resin or calafin, 
galapot, white resin, under article 82 of the 
Russian tariff law, and increasing the rate 
on American bicycles under article 173 of the 
Russian laws. 

This. action is entirely apart from that 
taken in connection with Russian sugar, and 
is a new development in the discretionary 
duties imposed by this government and the 
retaliatory duties Imposed by Russia. The 
order of the Russian Minister is to take 
effect next Friday, or two weeks from the 
date of its issuance. 


Treasury Has No Discretion. 


At the Treasury department it is stated 
that the imposition of a duty on petroleum 
was not a matter within the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, but was made 
mandatory by the Dingley tariff act, which 
| directs the Secretary, in case any foreign 
country imposes a duty on petroleum im- 
ported from the United States to levy a like 
duty on petroleum imported from that 
country. As Russia collects a duty on 
petroleum imported from the United 
States, this government, in compliance 
with law, imposes a duty on Russian 
petroleum. In no sense, it is stated, can 
this duty be regarded as an unjust discrim- 
mation against Russian petroleum. as that 
country took the initiative against the Amer- 
ican article. Had Russia not taken this step 
her petroleum would have been admitted to 
the country free of duty under the terms of 
the tariff act. 

In his reply to Count Cassini's note, which 
was transmitted to the Treasury depart- 
ment, Secretary Gage protests against the 
implied contention t this government’ 
action was a discrimination against Russia, 
and adds:

According to the Russian view, the dyty 
laid-fgainst Russian petroleum is inexplica- 
ble from the fact that no Russian petroleum 
comes to this country. The only article of 
the kind received here is said to be that 
mixed with Belgian paraffin. 


Will Hurt America Most. 

It is said the American trade in bicycles 
and the resins specified are quite large in 
Russia, so that the increased duties will bear 
heavily upon these branches of the American 
trade. As a result representations are being 
made in behalf of these manufacturers to in- 
duce the State department to ‘intercede with 
Russia for an abatement of the high rates. 

The present duty on articles under the first 
head of the resin family is 30.8 cents per 
pood, or 36.112 pounds. Bicycles are now tax- 
able at the rate of $9.26 each. The impos!i- 
tion of the maximum rate will advance these 
figures by just 30 per cent, presuming that 
the effect of the Russian decreeis an applica- 
‘tion of article 628 of the Russian custom- 
house regulations, which was the paragraph 
applied by the Russian government to Amer- 
ican agricultural machinery and hardware 
in return for the requisition for the differen- 
tial sugar duties upon Russian sugar. 

This latest retaliation on the part of Russia 
emphasized the issue which has arisen pre- 
viously over Russian sugar. Owing to the 
tariff warf growing out of the sugar decisions 
pressure has been brought to bear upon the 
government through commercial and in- 
dustrial channels to secure an adjustment 
with Russia. 


Government Policy Clear. 


The situation, however, is such that the 
government does not feel itself able to move 
in the direction desired, at any rate at this 
moment. 

The danger tn this situation is to be found 
in the probable growth of ill-feeling between 
commercial interests in Russia and the 
United States, which in the end may affect 
political relations unfavorably. Yet even 
this consideration is said to be insufficient to 
warrant the administration in departing 
from the negative policy adopted. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has issued to 
customs officers the following circular im- 
posing a countervailing duty on beet ear 
imported from or the product of Italy: 

In view of the information thus tak re- 
ceived as to the operations of the law of Italy 
now in force concerning the excise on sugar, 
it appears highly probable that sugars pro- 
duced in that country) receive ares ex- 
port bounties, as follows: 

“Sugar below No. 20 Dutch standard, 5.60 
franes per 100 kilograms; sugar No. 20 Dutch 
standard and above, 6.13 francs per 100 kilo- 
grams. Pending further investigation of the 
matter the liquidation of all sugars imported 
from or produced in Italy shall be suspended, 
and the duties shall be estimated in amounts 
sufficient to cover additional duties equal to 
the above specified bounties.’’ 

It isstated atthe Treasury department that 
until recently Italy has produced only suf- 
ficient sugar for home consumption, but that 
latterly there has been a surplus, and that 
this excess is now bounty fed asstated. Up 
to this time there have been practically no 
sugar exports to the United States. 

Official information has reached this gov- 
ernment that under a recent classification 
plows with one wheel imported into Italy 
are to be regarded as instruments for art and 
trade, instead of agricultural machines, and 
that the change involves a higher rate of 
This government is likely to make 
protest against this action.

CONTRACT SLOW. 


Bel ief Prevails 
Company Will Accept 


ORFIOIALS xo HURRY. 


N Revived That Control of 
Chicago Edison Is to Be 


PLAN MONOROLY.

Belief that the gas contract approved by 
the City Council Monday night would be 
accepted by the Peoples’ Gaslight and 
Coke company was strengthened in the City 
Hall yesterday by the current report that 
the company is about to secure control of the 
Chicago Edison company. The gas com- 
pany’s interests are said to be gratified over 
the end of the long controversy with the city. 
Now that assurance has been given that there 
will be no hostile move against the consolide- 
tion act, it ts considered probable that ne- 
gotiations will be reopened for the purchase 


| of the Edison company. 


Speaking for the gas company, Frederick 
8. Winston, its general counsel, said: | 

“We have not yet received the contract, 
and until we do have a chance to examine it 
thoroughly nothing can be said absolutely as 
to what we will do. All that can be said now 
is that if the contract approved by the 
Council is the one drawn by the Finance 
committee, and I understand it is, the gas 
company is not staying up nights in its 
anxiety to sign it at the earliest opportunity. 
What it will do is of course a thing to be 
decided on when we have the copy of the 
instrument, but the idea of the company is 
that $375,000 is a good sized amount of 
money, and it is not exerting itself in its 
eagerness to give it to the city.“ 


Consolidation Work of Legislature. 

Mayor Harrison, in discussing the contract 
yesterday, said, among other things: Many 
people in talking about the position taken 
by the Counell in approving this cantract 
seem to have an entirely erroneous view of 
the rights and powers of the city in the mat- 
ter. Theact allowing the consolidation of the 
gas companies of Chicago was passed by the 
Legislature and the City Council had nothing 
to do with it. Netther-could the Council re- 
voke or amend that act should it try till 
doomsday. The people who want that con- 
solidation act repealed should go to Spring- 
field, and ask the Legislature to undo the 
work which the previous Legislature has 
done. ‘The City Council has absolutely noth- 
ing to do with the matter. 

“So far as the contract is concerned the 
Council probably thought it was making the 
best bargain with the gas company it could. 
The Aldermen naturally took the view some- 
thing must be done to light the streets of the 
city and voted accordingly.”’ € 


Views of Corporation Counsel. 


Corporation Counsel Walker, in speaking of 
the legal side of the case, said: ** Part of the 
argument made in opposition to the contract 
was that its approval would in some way 
make valid the consolidation act pasSed by 
the Legislature. Asa matter of fact nothing 
the Council could do would in the least affect 
the validity of that act. The jurisdiction of 
the Council does not extend to such matters. 
If the Council were to pass an ordinance de- 
claring in set terms the act is valid, applaud- 
ing the Legislature for having passed it, and 
approving of it in every possible way, it 
would not have the weight of a feather in 
any suit which might be brought genesen 
the validity of the legislation.“ 


Deal Assured for Years. 


The deal between the People’s and the 
Edison companies has been an assured one 
for several years. ‘The interests which con- 


trol the People’s Gas company plan to obtain | 


an absolute monopoly of the lighting busi- 
ness Of the city, and they have been working 
towards that end. The first efforts to pur- 
chase the Edison company was a failure, be- 
cause an element among the Edson stock- 
holders was dissatisfied with.the terms of- 
fered. The New York syndicate which con- 
trole the People’s company offered 4 per cent 
bonds and 60 per cent in new Edison stock in 
exchange for the old issue. 

Failing to secure the Edison company the 
People's Gas syndicate negotiated for the Og- 
den Gas company, and in securing that ob- 
tained also the Cosmopolitan Electric ordi- 
nance. Thie ordinance could be developed 
for competition with the Edison company. 


WILL BE LATE SEASON AT NOME. 


Ice Floes One Hundred Miles Farther 
South than in June a Tear 


Seattle, Wash., June 18.—[Spectal. 1 
that all of the steamers on the first voyage 
have departed for Nome and the time draws 
near when several of them are scheduled to 
arrive back, the question of when the vessels 
will succeed in getting through the ice in 
Bering Sea is one of paramount interest. 
The meager reports that have arrived back 
from the vessels already in the north render 
it almost certain that the fleet will be much 
later getting through the ice this year than 
las season. The ice floes are fully 100 miles 
farther south than at this time last June. 

‘Generally at this time the steamers have 
been able to reach the Pribyloff Islands in 
Bering Sea, but when the Lackme sailed from 
the west coast of Alaska it was reported that 
these islands were entirely surrounded by 
ice. Unless an open channel should be found 
by some adventurous captain it will be yet 
some time before the vessels can reach the 
roadstead at Nome, 

All signs point to an extreme late season | 
which will result in a shorter working season 
for prospectors who gointhis year. Naviga- 
tion will be probably from two to four werks 
behind last year.

Alpine, a village in the Township of Or- 
land, is just recovering from the effects of a 
wedding and a riot, which, combined, were a 
little too steep even for Alpine. While all 
the residents were attending the wedding a 
smell mob of strangers from outside the 
township broke into the bridegroom's tavern 
and commenced to celebrate the féte. 

They beat up Frank Greena, left im the 
tavern as attendant, drank the bridegroom's 
whisky, smoked the bridegroom's cigars. 
smashed his furniture, and lugged off all the 
liquor and tobaceo they could not consume 
on the spot, leaving Greéna unconscious in 
the road. 

While August Schmaedke, the keeper of the 
tavern, and Miss Annette Stortz, the daugh- 
ter of an Orland farmer, were being married, 
the mob began its work of destruction. Six 
people in Alpine who were not at the wedding 
were brought to their front doors by an up- 
roar at the inn. They saw the men break 
down the doors and pile on Greena, beating 
him over the head and throwing him into the 
street. 

The visitors guiped 
down the whisky and went into a frenzy. 
They smashed the windows, broke the tables, 
and demolished the barroom fixtures. A
